Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-60  and  means  that  it  is  probable  that  the  coin  has  not  entered  general 
circulation;  the  coin  may  have  heavy  contact  marks,  noticeable  hairlines  and  have  original  luster  (or  be  impaired). 
It  is  the  lowest  state  of  preservation  of  uncirculated  coins.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-63,  which 
means  that  it  has  more  attractive  eye  appeal  than  an  MS-60,  may  have  original  or  slightly  impaired  luster,  may  have 
a  few  scattered  hairlines  or  even  a  small  patch  of  hairlines;  and  may  have  some  distracting  contact  marks  in  the  field 
or  design.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-65  and  has  very  pleasing  eve  appeal  (more  so  than  an  MS-63) 
and  full  lustre.  It  may  have  a  few  scattered  hairlines  and  may  also  have  a  minimal  number  of  contact  marks.  Scuff 
marks  may  show.  COIN  GALLERIES  does  not  represent  that  a  numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that 
any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial;  that  any  coin  catalogued  will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party 
or  third  party  grading  service.

Coin  Galleries  is  pleased  to  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the 
collection  of  the  late  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Copeland  to  the  collecting 
fraternity.  Trained  as  a  biologist ,  I)r.  Copeland  teas  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  City  College  of  New  York  from  1928  to  1972.  He  became 
acting  president  of  City  College  at  the  height  of  racial  unrest  there  in 
May  1969.  His  leadership  was  pivotal  m  the  turbulence  of  the  times , 
but  he  is  best  remembered  by  innumerable  New  Yorkers  and  City 
College  alumni  for  his  long  career  as  a  great  teacher. 

Dr.  Copeland  was  an  enthusiastic  numismatist ,  always  eager  to 
communicate  his  interest  and  knowledge  to  all.  His  numismatic 
efforts  well  reflected  the  era  in  which  he  collected.  Emphasis  was 
placed  on  the  wide-ranging  diversity  of  ancient  coin  types,  with 
extensive  representations  of  Greek  Silver  and  Bronze  from  around  the 
Mediterranean ,  issues  of  the  Roman  Republic,  Empire,  and  the  Greek 
speaking  provinces  of  the  East. 

Dr.  Copeland's  collection  will  be  offered  in  this  and  the  next  several 
Coin  Galleries'  Sales,  with  particular  emphasis  this  time  upon  the 
coinage  of  the  Roman  Republic  and  the  Roman  Imperial  province  of 
Egypt.

MEDALS  OF  THE 

GOVERNORS  GENERAL  OF  CANADA 


Canada's  Governor  General  is  the  Sovereign’s  representa¬ 
tive  and  chief  of  the  executive  branch  of  government.  Since 
1873 ,  each  has  presented  Gold,  Silver  or  Bronze  portrait 
medals  to  the  Dominion's  leading  scholars,  sportsmen,  edu¬ 
cators,  statesmen  or  other  achievers.  The  following  collection 
was  assembled  by  a  dedicated  New  York  State  numismatist 
and  includes  each  Governor  General  from  the  Earl  of 
Duffenn,  first  to  issue  these  coveted  medals,  to  Earl  Alexan¬ 
der  of  Tunis  in  1946,  plus  medals  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  Georges 
Vanier,  1959.  Most  are  represented  in  both  Silver  and  Bronze, 
all  in  deluxe  presentation  cases.  Numbers  refer  to  Freeman 
Clowery’s  1981  publication  of  Medals  of  the  Governors 
General  of  Canada.

This  is  a  technically  interesting  example  of  its  issue.  The 
brass  splasher  can  be  seen  inlet  into  a  depression  in  the 
flan's  surface.  In  some  places  it  appears  that  the  brass 
pulled  away  from  the  outlines  of  the  depression,  probably  as 
it  cooled.  These  observations  suggest  that  at  least  this 
specimen  received  its  splash  before  striking  and  not  as  a 
wash  applied  to  the  crown  element  of  an  already  struck 
coin.  In  addition,  the  planchet  was  clearly  prepared  to 
receive  the  splash  by  some  as  yet  unexplained  method.  It  is 
possible  that  some  of  the  St.  Patrick  Farthing  blanks  were 
cast  in  moulds  that  had  a  raised  portion  near  their  tops, 
creating  the  depression  we  see  on  this  piece.  It  is  almost 
inconceivable  that  flans  were  made  from  rolled  strip  and 
once  punched  out,  were  hand  altered  to  make  the  depression 
visible  on  this  piece.  This  was  an  age  of  plentiful  and  cheap 
labor ,  however ,  and  since  we  know  that  a  drop  of  molten 
brass  was  applied  to  each  flan  before  striking  it  may  not  be 
impossible  that  each  flan  was  gouged  by  hand  to  make  a 
seat  for  the  brass  droplet.  Align  men  t  of  prepared  flans  and 
dies  would  become  crucial  in  such  a  scenario,  of  course,  but 
careful  attention  to  alignments  is  known  from  this  period.

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CONNECTICUT  COPPERS 


The  following  146  lots  of  Connecticut  coppers  represent  the 
late  Richard  Picker's  personal  reference  collection.  The  refer¬ 
ence  collection  had  long  been  thought  lost  to  a  later  genera¬ 
tion  of  collectors,  either  through  piecemeal  dispersal  at 
auction  or  by  private  treaty  sale.  However,  the  collection  was 
recently  discovered  intact  and  is  presented  here  in  its  entirety. 

Richard  Picker’s  name  is  one  of  the  most  respected  in  the 
field  of  early  American  numismatics.  His  assistance  in 
building  collections  of  colonial  coins  for  such  notable  enthusi¬ 
asts  as  Ned  Barnsley,  Ted  Craige,  Frederick  B.  Taylor, 
Herbert  M.  Oechsner,  and  John  L.  Roper,  III,  to  name  just  a 
handful,  was  instrumental  in  creating  what  became  some  of 
the  most  important  ever  assembled.  His  knowledge  of  state 
coppers  was  exhaustive  and  thorough,  and  while  he  did  not 
author  any  of  the  seminal  studies  himself  his  freely  offered 
advice  and  experience  were  vital  to  the  completion  of  the  work 
of  others.  His  name  appears  regularly  in  the  footnotes  to 
Barnsley  's  revision  of  Miller,  for  example.  In  modern  cata¬ 
logue  descriptions  of  important  offerings  of  colonial  coins 
Picker's  name  features  prominently  and  regularly  in  the 
technical  notes  and  pedigree  listings. 

Dick  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  our  auction  catalogues, 
acting  as  both  a  consultant  and  cataloguer.  His  work  can  be 
seen  in  our  catalogue  descriptions  of  colonials  published  in 
the  1950’s,  1960's,  and  through  much  of  the  1970’s.  Our 
famous  offerings  of  the  W.L.  Briesland  (1973),  R.J.  Kissner 
(1975),  1976  ANA,  and  Laird  U.  Park  (1976)  collections  were 
graced  by  Dick’s  expertise  and  contributions. 

The  reference  collection  of  Connecticut  coppers  had  an 
interesting  origin.  Before  Pine  Tree's  1975  EAC  convention 
sale,  and  later,  the  Taylor  sale,  there  were  very  few  photo 
graphic  attribution  guides  to  Connecticut  coppers  that  had 
clear  pictures  of  the  majority  of  the  known  varieties.  Miller's 
work  on  Connecticuts  was  available  but  few  individual 
varieties  were  plated  therein.  Dick  's  copy  was  one  of  the  rare 
re-bounds  that  included  Breen’s  handwritten  annotations 
and  additions.  Elder’s  1920  sale  catalogue  of  Miller’s  collec¬ 
tion  included  many  more  plates,  but  mainly  of  the  higher 
grade  or  rarer  varieties.  Parenthetically,  Dick  had  reproduc¬ 


tion  plates  of  the  Miller  sale  made,  which  he  gave  to  his  best 
clients  as  gifts.  Because  of  the  lack  of  really  useful,  thorough 
photographic  attribution  aids,  Dick  kept  a  reference  collection 
of  the  coppers,  themselves,  to  help  in  his  work. 

The  collection  featured  below  includes  185  varieties,  repre¬ 
senting  a  little  better  than  half  of  all  those  known.  They  were 
not  primarily  chosen  for  their  condition,  either  technical  or 
eye  appeal.  Rather,  they  were  included  for  how  well  they 
showed  the  central  diagnostics  for  each.  Thus,  the  1785 
Miller  3.1-L,  a  common  variety  available  in  Extremely  Fine 
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grade,  is  here  only  Fine  but  clearly  features  all  the  essential 
attribution  points.  Dick  was  one  of  the  few  collector/dealers  of 
his  time  who  appreciated  and  understood  the  importance  of 
studying  the  die  states  of  the  coins  that  passed  across  his 
desk.  Some  pieces  included  herein  were  chosen  specifically 
for  their  states,  such  as  the  1 785  Miller  4.3-A.2  in  its  very  late 
states  or  the  1786  Miller  5.1-H.l  in  its  rare  perfect  obverse 
state. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  condition  was  unimportant  to  him 
as  Dick  assembled  this  collection.  Many  of  the  coins  offered 
here  are  solidly  in  the  Condition  Census  for  their  varieties, 
and  several  are  lodged  highly  therein,  such  as  the  1785 

Miller  6.2-F.l,  1786  5.6-M,  '5.9-B.l,  1787  M  1.2-C  (the 
“ Muttonhead "),  2-B,  11.2-K  (which  is  among  the  finest 
known),  32.4-X.5,  33.2-Z.12  (among  the  finest  known),  33.19- 
Z.l,  33.31-gg.2,  to  mention  just  ten  examples. 

As  a  reference  collection  it  naturally  includes  many  scarce, 
very  scarce,  and  rare  varieties.  Chief  among  these  are 
specimens  of  1786  Miller  5.10-P,  1787  M  24-FF,  28-n,  28-o, 
29.1-n,  29.2-o,  32.4-Z.3.  33.7-r.4,  33.30-EE,  33.31-gg.2,  and 

33.40-Z.l,  to  mention  only  some  of  the  High  R-6  or  rarer 
varieties. 

Overall,  this  collection  is  surprisingly  complete  given  the 
fact  that  it  was  not  intended  for  sale  or  put  together  for 
pleasure.  These  coins  were,  rather,  intended  as  attribution 
guides,  and  the  observation  that  so  many  rare  and  Condi-
